FOHBWORD 


Under  the  Coordinating  Council  plan,  San  Francisco  is 
divided  into  twelve  districts,  in  ten  of  which  district  coordinating 
councils  are  functioning.  At  first,  the  police  districts  were  used, 
as  a  "basis,  hut  later  houndaries  were  changed  to  conform  to  suh- 
census  tract  areas  to  -Dermit  correlation  of  census  information  with 
other  statistics. 

In  working  together  to  coordinate  their  activities,  dis- 
trict council  memhers  have  found  they  must  he  familiar  with  all 
availahle  resources  so  they  may  he  utilized  fully  hefore  recommenda- 
tions are  made  for  the  development  of  new  facilities. 

To  assist  these  district  coordinating  councils  in  planning 
constructive  -nrograms,  and  for  the  use  of  agency  and  department 
workers  generally,  the  Coordinating  Council  has  prepared  this  list- 
ing of  community  resources.

HISTORICAL  Bayview  in  the  early  days  was  settled  "by  Italian  fishermen 
BACKGROUND  and  gardeners,  and  Swiss  dairymen.  It  was  a  fertile  shel- 
tered valley  fronting  on  the  water  with  an  ideal  climate, 
Visitacion  Valley  was  owned  first  "by  Jacoh  Leese,  the  first 
white  settler  in  Yerba  Buena,  hut  he  traded  his  gra.nt  to 
Robert  Ridley  for  property  in  Sonoma  Valley.  John  and  Jacob 
Hunter  gave  their  name  to  Hunter *s  Point  and  had  a  famous 
picnicking  place  to  which  many  San  Franciscans  came  for  clam 
bakes  and  Albion  Ale.  Some  of  the  well-to-do-city  people 
built  summer  homes  in  the  valley  but  the  aroma  from 
"Butchertown"  drove  them  away  when  the  state  made  a  section 
of  the  bayshore  into  a  slaughtering  reservation. 
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HISTORICAL  This  was  the  fanning  and  dairy  section  of  the  city  and  the 
BACKGROUND  hills  were  dotted  with  fields  of  produce  and  grazing  for 
C01TTINU3D  cattle.    One  lane  of  traffic    connected  these  outlying  resi- 

dents with  the  city  and  that  ran  from  the  crest  of  a  hill  at 
Five  Mile  House  down  through  the  valley  of  South  San  Fran- 
cisco,   A  horse-driven  coach  carried  the  passengers. 

Now  there  is  a  large  commercial  section  Mrtth.  meat-packing 
houses,  tanneries,  railroad  yards,  and  shiphuilding  docks 
along  the  hayshore  and  one-family  residences  through  the 
valley  and  on  the  slopes  of  the  hills.

HISTORICAL  Central  District  includes  within  its  1:)0undaries  the  earliest 
BACKGROUND  settled  portions  of  San  Francisco.  As  early  as  1835,  the 
town  of  Yerha  Buena  x-^as  founded  to  the  extent  of  laying  out  a 
plaza,  (now  Portsmouth  Square)  and  marking  off  a  few  streets. 
In  1847,  Lt.  Bartlett  proclaimed  San  Francisco  as  the  name  of 
this  then  small  town.  This  section  ivas  really  all  of  the 
city  at  one  time  and  Portsmouth  Square  \<rs.G  the  center  of  town 
activities.  Here  the  first  four-story  office  "building  v.^as 
"built,  the  old  Montgomery  Block,  from  material  vrhich  was  all 
"brought  around  the  Horn  in  sailing  ships. 

Three  of  San  Fra.ncisco's  famous  hills  -  Telegraph,  Noh,  and 
Riissian  -  ^rive  character  and  "bea^uty  to  this  section.  Of  the 
three.  Telegraph  Hill  is  prpha'bly  the  "best  knoxvn.  In  the 
early  days  it  sloped  gracefully  to  the  "bay  but  the  ships 
which  "brought  so  many  cargoes  to  the  city  had  nothing  to 
carry  on  return  voyages  so  they  used  gravel  from  the  side  of 
the    hill  as    "ballast  and    gradually  carved    its  slopes  away.

semaphore  signals  to  indicate  the  type  of  vessel  coming  in. 
Successively  the  hill  has  "been  hooligan  town,  shanty  town, 
little  Bohemia,  and,  finally,  exclusive  residential,  "Sydney 
Ducks,"  Australian  ex-convicts,  used  it  as  a  vantage  point  to 
swoop  down  and  terrorize  more  law-ahiding  citizens,  hut  the 
Vigilantes  cleaned  them  out.  Coit  Tower  now  graces  the  top 
and    affords  a    commanding    view  of    the  city    and    hay  area, 

Noh  Hill  was  named  hy  Dennis  Kearney  in  derision  of  the  na- 
"bohs  or  rich  who  huilt  their  mansions  on  its  crest.  Russian 
Hill  was  most  prohahly  called  this  after  the  Russian  Colony 
who  lived  here  and  raised  vegetables  for  the  Russian  seal 
catchers  on  the  Farallone  Islands.  In  the  Yerha  Buena  days, 
only  a  windswept  house  and  sparsely  populated  graveyard  occu- 
pied the  hill, 

Chinatoxm  is  prohahly  the  hest-knora  and  most  interesting 
parts  of  this  district  and  much  has  heen  written  ahout  it. 
Confined  hy  an  unwritten  City  ordinance  to  a  certain  section, 
the  Chinese  are  hemmed  in  on  all  sides,  living  in  close  quar- 
ters, with  little  possihility  of  expansion.  Built  originally 
as  a  sort  of  harracks  for  single  men,  the  -or eponde ranee  of 
families  in  the  present  population  makes  adequate  housing 
irapossihle,  A  proposed  low-cost  housing  project  in  this  area 
should  do  much  to  improve  the  situation.

Within  a  few  days  of  the  fire,  Fillmore  Street,  which  up  to 
that  time  had  "been  little  more  than  a  scattered  row  of  small 
retail  stores,  was  made  the  center  of  all  "business  activity. 
Van  Ness  Avenue,  lined  with  the  tem]Dorary  headquarters  of 
exclusive  shops,  hecame  the  fashionahle  shopping  district. 
Until  the  end  of  the  reha-hilitation  period  some  three  years 
later,  and  althou^rh  they  have  diminished  in  prestige  since 
the  transfer  of  the  husiness  center,  they  still  retain  their 
positions  of  important  cross-to\ina  arteries.

Excelsior  District  -wsis  late  in  hein^  built  up  and  until  1912 
Ocean  Avenue  from  Cayuga  Street  to  Alemany  Blvd.  was  nothing 
hut  a  dee-D  gully  carrying  \ira,ste  ws-ter  from  Islais  Creek  and  a 
number  of  springs.  Truck  gardens  covered  the  ai'ea  between 
what  is  now  San  Jose  Avenue  and  Mission  Street  to  the  County 
Line.  These  have  disap-oeared  but  a  number  of  hot  houses  are 
left  which  raise  flowers. 


Ingleside  district  proper  lies  along  Ocean  Avenue,  a  business 
center,  which  was  the  old  Ocean  Road  Trail  ^finding  its  way 
■oast  the  site  of  the  old  Ocean  Race  Course  out  to  the  Ocean 
Road  House,  famous  in  the  gay  life  of  the  early  days.  It 
continued  out  to  Lake  House  v;here  Senator  B  rode  rick  with  his 
seconds  and  doctor  passed  the  night  before  his  historic  duel 
with  Judge  Terry.  The  old  Ocean  Race  Course  is  now  a  resi- 
dential district  called  Ingleside  Terrace  and  the  houses  are 
built  in  a  circle  following  the  track.

HISTORICAL  The  history  of  this  section  is  tied  up  with  Mission  Dolores, 
BACKGROUND  whose  site  was  chosen  on  March  29,  1776,  hy  Colonel  Bautista 
Anza,  with  his  padre  capellan,  on  the  Friday  of  Sorrows  (11 
Viernes  de  Los  Dolores),  sufficiently  close  to  the  fort  for 
protection  hut  far  enough  away  to  insure  its  peaceful  seren- 
ity. Built  hy  the  Franciscan  Friars,  of  native  stone,  adohe 
hrick,  and  with  a  tule  roof,  it  was  a  communal  center  to 
teach  the  Indians  to  farm,  raise  cattle,  tan  hides,  and 
weave.  By  the  end  of  1798  there  was  an  Indian  population  of 
645  living  inside  the  mission  walls.  In  1782  the  present 
Mission  Dolores  was  started  to  he  finished  in  1791. 


Bemal  Heights  was  the  home  of  Don  Juan  Francisco  Bernal,  a 
soldier  in  General  Anza's  regiment,  who  had  a  grant  of  4446 
acres  from  the  Spanish  Government  which  he  used  for  grazing 
cattle.  In  the  1880' s  Old  St.  Mary's  College  was  huilt  on 
the  slopes  of  Bemal  Heights.  The  hill  was  once  famous  for 
its  "goats"  -  gangs  of  small  hoys  who  swooped  do^vn  and  in- 
spired terror  in  the  hearts  of  other  young  gangs. 

Precita  Valley,  so-named  after  the  "little  dam"  which  the 
Mexicans  huilt  to  stop  Islais  Creek,  was  also  famous  for  its 
many  undisciplined  "boy  gangs  who  roamed  the  hills.  These 
gangs  flourished    all  over    the  city  hecause    of  natural  har- 
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HISTORICAL  riers  and  no  toy  went  any  place  alone,  he  went  with  his 
BACKGROUND  gang.  There  were  the  "Bemal  Goats,"  the  "Telegraph  Hill 
CONTINUED  Rock  Rollers,"  and    the    "Rock  Rollers    of  Precita    Talley.  " 

Gang  wars  "between  "boys  of  different  valleys  were  not  im- 
common.  Finally,  people  in  this  district  raised  a  fund  of 
money  and  contrihuted  lahor  to  huild  Precita  Yalley  Comimi- 
nity  Center  to  keep  the  "boys  from  running  wild.

HISTORICAL  This  section  was  also  part  of  the  land  grant  of  Don  Jose  de 
BACKGROUND  Jesus  Noe,  last  alcalde  under  Mexican  rule,  who  had  his 
great  adobe  house  at  what  is  now  Douglass  and  Alvarado 
Streets.  Great  herds  of  cattle  and  horses  roamed  over  his 
range,  and  he  was  so  far  away  from  the  little  town  of  Yerba 
Buena,  that  he  was  considered  out  in  the  country.  The  early 
road  from  Mission  Dolores  to  San  Jose,  known  as  the  "road  of 
the  padres"  traversed  Don  Jose's  land,  and  it  was  all  of 
one-horse  wide. 

Between    Noe    and    the    present    day,    this  land    has  passed 
through  many  hands,  one    being    the  Eureka  Homestead  Associa- 
tion.   About  the  time    of  the  "Fire"  the  Crocker  Estates  held 
large  tracts  and  still  holds    much  of  the  unimproved  land  and 
the  hills.

HISTORICAL  This  valley  slipping  do\«n  the  hill  to  the  "bay  west  and  north 
BACKGROUND  of  Noh  and  Russian  Hills  had  a  few  milk  ranches,  a  spring  of 
fine  water,  and  a  lagoon  in  the  early  days.  The  Franciscans 
chose  the  first  site  for  the  mission  near  the  lagoon  hack  of 
Russian  Hill  hut  the  winds  were  so  hitter,  it  was  moved  soon 
to  the  spot  on  the  creek  where  its  crumhling  old  remains 
still  stand.  The  Lagoon  of  Clear  Water,  hounded  hy  what  are 
nov/  Franklin,  Octavia,  Filhert,  and  Lomhard  Streets,  hecame 
known  as  Washe r\f omen's  Lagoon  with  Kanaka  and  Mexican  women 
lined  up  on  one  side  and  hig  hurly  men  lined  up  on  the  other. 
Suds  and  buttons  flew  as  they  soused  the  clothes  in  the 
water,  ruhhed  them  vigorously  on  the  hoards  lined  up  along 
the  shore  and  hanged  out  spots  against  the  rocks.  The  men 
went  into  the  latindry  business  on  a  grand  scale  with  tents 
for  ironing,  large  kettles  for  boiling,  and  rows  of  washtuhs 
along  the  \cater.  Keeping  clean  was  a  problem  in  the  early 
days  and  linen  was  sent  to  Honolulu  and  even  to  China  for 
washing. 

Fort  Mason  Reservation  was  established  here  in  1850.  Immedi- 
ately after  the  erection  of  the  house.  General  Fremont  moved 
in  and,  adhering  to  the  custom  of  the  gold  rush  days,  prompt- 
ly claimed  o\<nership  of  Fort  Mason  Reservation  by  squatters' 
rights.  As  the  reservation  included  a  great  deal  more  terri- 
tory than  what  is  now  Fort  Mason,  General  Fremont  called  in 
four  of  his  friends  and  granted  them  squatters'  rights.

HISTORICAL  sessed  "by  order  of  the  President.  Fremont  and  his  heirs 
BACKGROUHD  waged  a  hitter  legal  hat  tie  with  the  government  over  dispos- 
C0NTIMJ2D  session  hat  the  Court  finally  roled  against  squatters'  rights. 

Part  of  General  Fremont's  original  house  is  emhodied  in  the 
present  commanding  officer's  house  at  Fort  Mason, 

Its  inaccessihility  kept  the  Marina  undeveloped  for  many 
years  during  which  time  it  hecame  a  center  for  milk  farms, 
pig  ranches,  vegetable  gardens,  and  tanneries.  Old  Timers 
referred  to  it  as  "Cow  Hollow"  and  swore  that  in  close  elec- 
tions the  cows  voted.  The  completion  of  the  Fillmore  Street 
cahle  in  1896  and  power  transportation  generally  led  to  the 
settling  of  this  area.  Filling  in  of  the  s^'jamp  lands  for  the 
1915  Fair  really  made  the  Marina.  After  the  buildings  were 
torn  do\m,  with  the  exception  of  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts, the 
property  was  sub-divided  and  today  is  the  location  of  one  of 
San  Francisco's  finest  residential  districts.

In  1849,  when  the  gold  "boom  led  to  a  tremendous  demand  for 
lots,  two  enterprising  Yankees,  Dr.  John  Townsend  and  Corn- 
elius de  Boom,  laid  out  a  suhurhan  town  in  Potrero  Nuevo. 
Few  came  here  to  live  "because  of  the  distance  from  town  until 
the  Union  Iron  Works  "built  its  plant  and  "brought  in  Scotch 
hoat -"builders  and  ironworkers.  First  families  to  settle  on 
the  hill,  the  Scotch,  gave  it  the  name  by  which  it  is  some- 
times known. 

Two  years  previous  to  the  Fire  and  for  two  years  thereafter, 
there  was  an  influx  of  immigrants  from  Russia  fleeing  the 
Russo-Japanese  conflict.  They  were  of  a  distinctive  peasant - 
farmer  group  called  "Molocans"  who  refused  to  do  military 
duty  and  dissented  from  the  Russian  Orthodox  Church,  Their 
name  comes  from  the  Russian  word  for  "milk"  which  they  re- 
fused to  a"bstain  from  drinking  on  fast  days. 

At  present,  there  are  about  twenty-seven  different  national- 
ities living  on  the  Hill.  Potrero  District  Coordinating 
CoTxncil  has  done  much  to  weld  them  together  by  holding  both  a 
field  Day  and  a  Folk  Day  each  year.

HISTORICAL  Richmond  District    was  an  outpost    of  the  city    in  the  early 

BACKGROUND  days,  with  the  exception    of  the  Presidio,  which    was  started 

in  1776,  A  semaphore  was  located  also  on  Point  Lohos  which 
signalled  over  the  six  hills  to  Telegraph  Hill  whenever  a 
ship  was  sighted  on  the  horizon. 

As  early  as  the  50' s,  amusement-loving  San  Franciscans  dis- 
covered the  heights  ahove  Point  Lohos  as  a  fine  place  for  a 
good  time  and  the  history  of  the  Cliff  House,  rebuilt  three 
times,  began.  A  circular  in  1870  announced  that  "new  covered 
buses  connecting  with  Lone  Mountain  cars  would  take  you  out 
to  the  Cliff  House  in  buggy-tirae,"  which  meant  "going  some 
and  then  some." 


Adolph  Sutro,  on  his  return  to  San  Francisco  from  the  Corn- 
stock  mine,  bought  Sutro  Heights  and  preceded  to  fight  a  bat- 
tle with  the  ever-encroaching  sand.  He  built  a  fine  white 
house  on  top  of  the  cliff  and  planted  Australian  bent  grass, 
shrubs,  trees,  and  flowers.  Statues  copied  from  celebrated 
scTilptures  were  set  up  around  the  grounds.  They  were  made  in 
Belgiim  and  transported  in  ships  around  the  Horn.  Sutro 
planned  and  directed  the  building  of  Sutro  Baths,  which  re- 
quired blasting  of  solid  rock. 

The  history  of  this  section  is  tied  up  with  the  cemeteries, 
of  which  there  were  four  originally  -  Calvary,  Masonic,  Odd 
Fellow's  and  Laurel,  Calvary  Cemetery,  Geary  to  Turk  Street, 
and  Masonic  to  St.  Joseph's  Avenue,  was  donated  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  by  the  Sullivan  family,  with  the  proviso  that 
it  be  used  for  church  purposes,  failing  which  it  would  revert 
to  the  heirs  of  the  original  donors.  Most  of  the  bodies  have 
been  moved  as  well  as  the  vaults,  but  the  property  has  not 
been  cleared.  Masonic  cemetery  has  been  moved  entirely. 
Only  the  columbaritun  is  left  of  the  Odd  Fellow's  Cemetery. 

Lincoln  Park  originally  was  a  potter's  field,  How  it  is  a 
beautiful  park  with  an  eighteen-hole  municipal  golf  course 
and  the  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  crotiming  the  summit  of 
the  hill  overlooking  the  bay.  This  building  was  presented  to 
the  city  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adolph  B.  Spreckels  in  1924  as  a  mu- 
seum of  painting  and  sculpture  dedicated  to  the  memory  of 
soldiers  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  World  War,

HISTORICAL  South  of    the  Slot,  or  South  of  Market,  as  it  is  kno^vn  today, 

BACEGEOUND  has  had  a  checkered  career.    Two  sections,    Rincon  Hill  and 

South  Park,  were  the  social  centers  of  the  '60 's  with  great 
mansions  and  stately  gardens  "built  hy  the  "hest  people". 
Even  earlier,  Rincon  Hill  was  a  favorite  picnic  spot  and  it 
was  here  that  Jacoh  Leese  invited  the  whole  toim  to  celehrate 
with  him  in  a  great  picnic  and  harhecue  the  marriage  of  his 
daughter,  first  white  child  "bom  in  Yerha  Buena. 

In  contrast.  Third  Street  T-^as  once  known  as  Happy  Valley  to 
the  miners,  sailors,  and  gamblers  of  the  '49 's  and  '50' s,  who 
gathered  there  to  drink  and  carouse.  It  was  a  little  communi- 
ty of  about  two  thousand  tents,  far  over  the  hills  from  Yerha 
Buena.  Those  who  found  the  saloons  and  amusement  places  of 
the  Plaza  (Portsmouth  Square)  too  expensive  or  quiet  for  their 
tastes,  came  here  for  their  fim.  Everybody  who  went  "broke  in 
the  scram"ble  for  gold  came  to  Happy  Valley,  It  was  a  sort  of 
49'er8  subur'b,  where  living  was  cheap  and  the  climate  sunny. 

In  the  winter  of  1850  a  plank  road  was  "built  from  California 
Street  out  Mission  Street  to  the  Mission  Dolores.  Under  James 
Denman,  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  in  San  Francisco,  in 
1851,  Happy  Valley  School  "became  the  leading  school  in  the 
city  and  so  continued  for  many  years.  A"bout  the  same  time. 
Old  St .Patrick's  Church  opened  its  doors  for  church  services. 
Gradually  homes  replaced  the  tents  "but    limher  and  labor  v;ere 
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scmmm  district  coordinating  coimciL

CONTINUED  ground.    After  the  1906  Fire,    Southern  District  ceased  to  "be 

a  place  of  family  residences  and  most  of  the  area  has  "become 
industrialized.  It  is  here  the  infamous  Skid  Row  is  located 
on  Howard  Street  "between  Third  and  Fourth  Streets,  Men  of 
all  ages  and  degrees  of  hopelessness  congregate  here,  loafing 
through  the  days  and  sleeping  in  the  cheap  rooming  houses  at 
night. 

The  general  opinion  is  that  this  South  of  Market  district  is 
mainly  an  industrial  area  "but  this  is  not  entirely  true. 
There  are  over  a  thousand  children  living  here  and  families 
are  going  to  continue  to  live  here  because  of  proximity  to 
shopping  centers  and  places  of  work.  The  district  has  very 
few  resources  for  children.  For  years,  the  District  Council 
has  heen  unsuccessful  in  its  attempt  to  have  a  "branch  library 
opened.

The  growth  of  Stanyan  District  and  the  development  of  this 
section  are  interwoven  with  the  vision  and  activities  of 
Adolph  Sutro  who  owned  most  of  the  land  from  Sutro  Heights 
to  the  sea,  Mr.  Sutro  invested  heavily  in  shore  lands  in 
the  1880' s  when  a  doubting  public  believed  this  land  to  be 
worthless  and  the  "sand  lot"  agitation  had  depreciated  the 
value  of  this  real  estate.  He  sank  shafts  for  water,  plant- 
ed millions  of  trees,  provided  playgrounds  for  children,  and 
gave  the  twenty-six  acres  of  land  adjacent  to  Sutro  Forest 
to  the  Affiliated  Colleges  of  the    University  of  California. 

The  panic  of  1892  failed  to  cool  the  ardor  of  Mr.  Sutro,  who 
continued  to  spend  the  money  he  had  made  in  mining  in  the 
improvement  of  this  section.  When  San  Francisco  had  its 
first  World  Fair  near  what  is  now  Golden  Gate  Park,  the 
city's  street  car  lines  did  not  extend  that  far  and  Mr. 
Sutro  built  the  necessary  additional  short  line. 

Another  early  San  Franciscan  who  believed  in  the  potentiali- 
ties of  this  district  was  Carl  G,  Larsen  who  came  here  from 
Denmark  in  1869,  He  purchased  lots  on  v/hat  is  now  Golden 
Gate  Heights  (Kirkham  to  Quintara  Streets;  10th  to  17th  Ave- 
nues). Mr.  Larsen  planted  Australian  bent  grass  to  hold  the 
shifting  sand,  as  well  as  about  ten  thousand  young  trees. 
He  gave  Larsen  Park  to  the  city  a  few  years  ago,  as  well  as 
the  top  of  the  hill. 

Twin  Peaks,  one  of  the  famous  view  spots  of  the  city,  ac- 
cording to  Indian  legend  was  once  one  mountain  -  man  and 
wife.  They  quarrelled  long  and  loudly  one  day  and  the  Great 
Spirit  heard  them.  Thunder  roared,  lightning  flashed,  and 
the  Great  Spirit  broke  them  in  twain  as  punishment  for  not 
living  together  in  peace.  In  1917  the  Twin  Peaks  tunnel  was 
completed,  making  the  residential  section  beyond  available 
by  rapid  transit.  Also  on  the  summit  is  the  largest  reser- 
voir of  the  auxiliary  high-pressure  fire  protection  system, 
holding  eleven  million  gallons  of  water,

jection  was  made  to  the  grant, 

Francisco  De  Haro  "bought  this  ranch  for  "a  hundred  cows  and 
$25.00  in  gold"  in  1837  but  after  his  death  in  1849,  squat- 
ters settled  on  the  property.  In  1845  "San  Miguel  Rancho" 
was  granted  hy  the  Mexican  Government  to  Don  Jose  de  Jesus 
Noe  and  comprised  4,443  acres  which  included  Twin  Peaks  and 
land  south  and  west  for  nearly  four  miles.  "Outside  Lands" 
\^s  the  name  given  to  the  remainder  of  the  area  out  to  the 
ocean.  Tracts  took  various  shapes  hecause  this  was  a  sort  of 
"no-man* s  land"  and  property  lines  and  ownership  claims  were 
tangled  hopelessly. 

Like  the  Cliff  House,  the  section  out  here  was  the  scene  of 
many  of  the  early  sporting  events  and  a  mecca  for  amusement 
lovers.  The  Trocadero,  "built  on  the  site  of  Sigmund  Stern 
Grove,  was  a  favorite  and  many  an  old  Spanish  "bar"becue  and 
fiesta  were  held  here.  Ingleside  Roadhouse  was  very  popular. 
In  1890  the  f^ous  Ingleside  Race  Track  was  "built  where  in 
1900  the  first  automo"bile  race  in  California  was  held. 

Disputes  over  land  titles  and  difficulty  of  transportation 
were  retarding  factors  in  the  development  of  this  district. 
The  "Outside  Lands  Commission"  did  a  good  deal  to  clear  up 
the  first  and  the  completion  of  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  in  1917 
took  care  of  the  second.  Now  Taraval  District  includes  some 
of  the  newest  and  finest  residential  sections  in  San  Francis- 
co,
